“There is no need,” Warne
said, “for the sometimes tragic
Christmasses whic h result
when youngsters are not made
fo realize that the Christmas
gun is not a toy.” |

“There are approximately
2,800 qualified Hunter Safety
Instructors in California, War-
ne continued, “so there is no
excuse for the youngsters—and
adults to—to fail to receive
this training.”

Since the Department of Fish
and Game was required by law
to set up the Hunter Safety
program in 1853, about 170,000
youths have received the train-
ing. The law requires that per-
sons 16 years of age or young-
er must take the course hefore
they can get hunting licenses.

There is an average of
15,000 accidental shooting cus- |
ualties each year in the |
United States, with 2,500 of |
these resulting in death.

“About half of these acci-
dents are in the home,” Warne
noted,
